Bered dig til at møte din Gud i 
Kristus Jesus. 

Dyrekjøbte og medforløste i Kristus Je¬ 
sus. Naade og fred! 

Dagens tekst peker især paa Jesus gjen¬ 
komst til at dømme levende og døde. Den 
dag kjender intet menneske, ei heller skal 
vi søke at utregne dagen og t'imen; men 
Gud vil at vi skal leve slik at vi er fær- 
dige til at møte ham, naar han kommer 
og hvorledes han kommer.

Hvist nok kunde et bedre hus bygges, men 
vi bør være taknemmelig at vi har et saa- 
pas hus. Hygge og hjemlighet bestaar ik¬ 
ke av store og pene stenbygninger, men av 
god forstaaelse iblandt beboerene. Maa 


Gud ved sin hellig aand faa lede de gamle 
saa at naar flytte dagen kommer, at de 
kan faa flytte ind i Guds bolig, som ikke 
er bygget av hænder, men av Gud selv.

Stor Hoitidelighet i Den Norsk lutherske 
Menighet i Calgary, Alta. Kirkens hus 
staar der nu gjeldjritt. Et hoireist minde 
om tiltak, offervilje og samhold. Endnu 
et manende eksempel blandt de mange 
andre. 

Søndag 30. september var der stor fest i 
den norske kirke i Calgary en fest av de 
sjeldne. Kirkens gjeldspapir var betalt og 
skulde nu brendes. Festen begyndte kl. 4 
om eftermeddag med sang av forsamlingen 
hvorefter pastor Jovaag ledet i bøn og talte 
litt-om dagens betydning. Saa blev or¬ 
det frit og noen av menighetens medlemmer 
fik anledning til at si litt om kirkens til¬ 
blivelse. Hr. Bjarnebo var første taler og 
ga en grei utredning av bygverkets historie 
fra det første hammerslag og frem til hvad 
kirken er idag. Han sa det hadde været 
mange diskussioner og megen kamp de før¬ 
ste aarene, men her som ellers vant taal- 
modigheten seir. 

Tanken om at bygge kirke hadde gjæret 
lenge hos norskene i Calgary. Men i man¬ 
ge aar maatte et stort basement gjøre tje¬ 
neste som kirke. Det norske Folk har vært 
et kristent forkefærd og hadde vist sterk in¬ 
teresse for aandelige ting nermere bestemt 
religionen, som er ensbetydende med den 
norsk lutherske kirke. Ame Garborg sa 
det best slik: “kirken staar i bondens tan¬ 
ke paa et hoit sted.” Om denne tanke 
stod det norske folk i Calgary som et he- 
lebetraktet og i 1923-24 blev paa murene 
av dette basementet kirken reist. Nu staar 
denne vakre kirke der med taarnet peken¬ 
de mot himmelen som Guds kjærlighets 
mægtige tolk, som kalder, forsamler og 
Kristus forklarer, bygger Guds kirke op- 
lyser hans folk. Her vil denne kirke staa 
selv om taarnene falder, og slekt efter slekt 
skal samles her og lytte til det gamle og 
altid nye budskap. Og barna til disse, byg¬ 
gets mænd og kvinder, vil i dag takke far 
og mor for denne arven de fik i denne kir¬ 
ke, og vil gjennem kommende slægter staa 
som et kjærlig minde om deres kamp og 
seir.

Jeg tænkte der jeg 
satt, om kvinderne fik styre rike og land 
mer end de gjør nu saa vilde mangt et 
gjeldspapir vært uskrevet. Og noe slikt 
som den hedenske krigsgjeld fandtes ikke.

og kloke kvinder.

Elementary Christian Education. 

In elementary christian education 
there are fundamental principles that 
constantly should be emphasized, and 
the Lutheran Church has some that 
are peculiar to her alone Therefore 
the Lutheran Church must have her 
own Sundayschool. How is it with 
our Norwegian Lutheran Church here 
in Canada? Can we praise ourselves 
for our worthy work among our child- 
ren? In many places we have carried 
on church work for years, and the 
Sunday-school work has been neglec- 
ted. There are many churches on 
the Western Prairies where not one 
hour of Sunday-school has been con- 
ducted; still we expect the young to 
grow up and remain feithful and 
loyal to our church. The church 
that has failed to instruct her youth, 
has only one thing to expect, and that 
is that the young will fail to support 
her. A church that does not carry 
on home-mission work, and the most 
important branch ot that is Sunday- 
school work, has lost its purpose. 
Dear reader do you have Sunday- 
school in your church, if not, your 
church is a failing church. The evan- 
gelistic program of a church must 
of neccessiy include the young if it 
shall remain to be an evangelical 
church. 

The Lutheran Church is called an 
evangelical church, and rightly so if 
we as members of it remain true to 
her teachings. But too often we are 
not clear as to what we have in our 
own church. Too often our young 
are bewildered by reformed ideas; 
too often Sunday-schools are using 
non-Lutheran help, and many see no 
wrong whatsoever in so doing. We 
must leam to see, that he Lutheran 
Sunday-school is defferent from 
any other Sunday-school. Rev. J. R. 
E. Hunt says about the Lutheran 
Sunday-school: “There are certain 
fundamental principles which are pe¬ 
culiar to it alone. The Lutheran has 
a conception of the Sunday-school 
which is not the same as held by 
other denominations.” 

What are some of these peculiar- 
ities of the Lutheran Church? They 
are what we call the Destinctive 


Doctrine of the Lutheran Church, 
and they comprises: man sin, grace, 
baptism, and the Lord’s Supper. 
Where we meet the most opposition 
is on baptism, and the cause of that 
is that people fail to see that baptism 
is so closely connected to sin and 
grace. The Lutheran point of view 
on baptism is a natural consequence 
of the Biblical view on sin and grace. 
But how many of our Sunday-school 
teachers are clear on the subject of 
sin and grace? 

Too often sanctification is preached 
to unregenerated people, and this 
has influenced our preaching on sin 
and grace, so that in many instances 
salvation becomes work. Man must 
save himself through his own effort. 
Sin is a thing which man must tear 
himself loose from if he shall be a 
Christian. Man must quit sin and 
make himself hate it and love God. 
To accomplish this, man must 
through his own strength produce a 
faith that will bring God’s grace 
down. A person that only knows 
this selfexerting life, can never lind 
that deep peace of God which passeth 
all knowledge. Paul said: “By grace 
are ye saved, through faith; and that 
not of yourselves it is the gift of 
God; not of works. 

Dr. Hallesby says in his book, “Op- 
dragelseskristendom og våkkelses- 
kristendom”: “Man is through sin 
lost. He has no power in himself to 
get loose from old sins; not to speak 
of stop loving sin. Scripture tells 
us that Christ came to loose the 
bound.” On the same page he also 
says: “Conversion does not consist 
of that man is able in his own 
strength to tear himself loose from 
old sins; nor in that man has power 
in himself to hate sin and love God. 
No, conversion consist of that the 
sinful man, who is convinced by the 
Holy Spirit about his sin, bows in 
deep humility and frankly confesses 
that he is bound in the chains of sin 
and that he loves sin and not God.” 
Here we see the Biblical view on sin 
and grace. We can not do any thing 
to save ourselves. We must become 
as a child, helpless, and be willing to 
let God do His gracious work within 
us. 

Having seen the Biblical view on 
sin and grace, there will be no dif- 
feculty with the Lutheran teaching 
on baptism. How important is it not 
for the teachers to be clear and con- 
vincing in their presentations. Their 
whole teaching will be tinted by their 
personal view on sin and grace. May 
we who are in the work of christian 
instruction in the Lutheran Church 
here in Canada seek to lay hold on 
our Lutheran heritage.

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The Value of the Topic System 
in Luther League Work. 

(This article on the Topic System 
is written by Pastor B. O. Lokens¬ 
gaard, Saskatoon. An article on the 
Social Meeting will appear in the 
next number of Hyrden.) 

One would almost think it un- 
necessary to write or speak about the 
merits of the Topic System so long a 
time after its adoption by most of 
our leagues. But experience has 
taught us that many leagues are slow 
to realize the advantages of the sys¬ 
tem, and therefore do not profit 
through using it. Some other type of 
program is used in preference to it, 
usually one composed of miscella- 
neous numbers. There is no difinite- 
ness, no uniformity, and, oftentimes, 
a lack of spiritual and educational 
content. These are the very features 
of the topic system that seems to 
make it far superior to any other 
type. 

The topics, as outlined in the “Bet- 
ter Leagues” Quarterly, have one 
primary purpose, namely, the salva¬ 
tion of souls. This agrees splendidly 
with the objeet of all Luther Leagues 
in that it seeks “to establish the 
young people firmly upon Luther” 
triple foundation: The Word alone, 
Grace alone, and Faith alone; to 
cherish in them interest in all that is 
true and good; to foster among them 
Christian fellowship in the service of 
our Lord and our Church.” It accom- 
plishes this end by allowing room for 
evangelism, which is part of our ma¬ 
jor projeet as a league. And so, there 
is definiteness. Definiteness, not only 
in purpose, but also in plan & results. 
Each topic is carefully considered as 
to its salutary value before it enters 
the system. If it does not engender 
more love to God and to His Church, 
then it does not conform to this def- 
inite plan. It has been planned to 
this end that it may bring results. 
It’s definiteness in purpose and plan 
are in themselves challenging in 
effect. Challenge the young people 
today and you will have results. 

When we study the wonderful 
guide-book that we have in the “Bet- 
ter Leagues” Quarterly we cannot 
help but become aware of the unform- 
ity in each program. From the open- 
ing devotional to the closing hymn 
the theme can be traced. There is 
not the all-too-often hodge-podge of 
features, but a program which one 
can enjoy without the fear of sudden 
transportation from one sphere to 
another. By the time the topic comes 
up for discussion the individual has 
been prepared through scripture 
reading, prayer, and song. Through 
its uniformity it concentrates the 
message through the various num¬ 
bers, thus making it more lasting and 
pleasing. We can trace this uniform 
design, not only in individual pro¬ 
grams, but in the entire topic month. 
The interesting program is always 
the one which has been carefully 
planned. 

Since the Word of God is always 
the basis for each topic, the system 
excells in spiritual value. The spir¬ 
itual element must be present in 
every Luther League meeting and 
this system makes ample provision 
for that. It gives the young people 
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an opportunity to deal with spiritual 
problems in every meeting. He does 
not merely become a listener to a 
sermonttd or address by some more 
experienced person, but is himself 
called on to bring God’s message 
through the topic. Not only does the 
leader receive more benefit, but his 
fellow-workers become more in- 
terested. They are now dealing with 
their own problems. Thus the Word 
of God can become that truly rich 
heritage to each person. We hear 
objections at times that the young 
people are not capable of leadership 
in hiscussing spiritual matters. This 
is no doubt true in many instances, 
but here is where our greater re- 
sponsibility begins. As long as we 
do nothing about it this leadership 
will never be developed. But this 
system has been designed for that 
very purpose of training the young 
in leadership in church affairs. There- 
fore it is always supervised by the 
pastor or some other responsible in¬ 
dividual. The aim is not to make 
preachers of all but to train them so 
that they “be ready always to give 
answer to every man that asketh you 
a reason of the hope that is in you 
with meekness and fear.” 

Besides its definite purpose and 
uniform manner of presenting spir¬ 
itual truths it also possesses great 
educational value. There are topics 
dealing with Missions, Schools, Chris¬ 
tian education, and all the other pha- 
ses of the church’s work. Informa¬ 
tion concerning all branches of the 
church is thus brought directly to 
the attention of the young people. 
The young mind is always open to 
information. IIow sad is it not if we 
fail to see our responsibility here and 
supply ( the right information? Here 
is a opportunity to supply, in some 
measure, that Christian education, 
which is so lost soght of in our se- 
cular education. 

No doubt, there are other plans 
that are profitable as far as Luther 
League programs are concerned, but 
we believe that the topic system em- 
bodies all the features that a good 
program should have. It is definite 
in purpose, uniform in design, spir¬ 
itual and educational in content. If 
your league is not using the topic 
system we would have you test your 
system by the four questions which 
follow. A good program for the 
Luther League must answer satis- 
factorily these questions: 1. Is it 
evangelistic? 2. Does it protest sin? 

3. Does it encourage support of 
league and Church? 4. Does it en¬ 
courage prayer? The satisfactory 
answer is, “Yes.” Every league 
program must measure up to one or 
more of these questions. Through- 
out the year it must have answered 
all of them. Could you improve your 
league by adopting the topic system?

In. Memoriam. 

The sad news has been received 
from China that Miss Groseth has 
passed to her eternal reward. Miss 
Groseth was born September 11, 
1872, at Turner, S. D. She attended 
Vermilion University, Augustana 
College, Canton, S. D., and Madison 
Normal School. It was in 1901 that 
the small missionary force in China 
was augmented by her arrival. 

Miss Groseth went to China as a 
young missionary and there poured 
out thirty-three years of her life for 
a Savior she loved, for a cause she 
loved, and for a people she loved. 
Unsparingly she gave of her energies 
and literally “burned out” for God. 
During her last days she was so weak 
that she had to be carried from place 
to place and we are reminded of Samt 
John who was also too feeble to walk 
to the Christian assemblies and was 
carried thither by young men. The 
words of the Book come to us, “When 
thou wast young thou girdedst thy- 
self, and walkedst whither thou 
wouldest: but when thou shalt be old, 
thou shalt stretch forth thy hands, 
and another shall carry thee.” There 
are few sights in this world more 
beautiful than a body spent, shat- 
tered, and worn out in the MasteFs 
service. To live and labor unself- 
ishly until one is worn out—that is 
heroic Christianity—Christianity in 
action. 

Those of us who knew Miss 
Groseth learned to love her. She was 
blessed with a dynamic personality 
and was always cheerful. Her op- 
timism outshone the shortsighted, 
narrow living of some of us. She did 
not use many words but when she 
spoke she usually had something to 
say. Her words of cheer and comfort 
were always a spiritual tonic. To 
have this noble pioneer walking a- 
mong us made us feel insignificant. 
Her loss will be felt not only by her 
co-workers in China and her friends 
in America but more especially by 
the Chinese at Tengchow where she 
gave the best years of her life. 

It is unnecessary to go into a long 
eulogy regarding Miss Groseth as 
spiritual achievement speaks for it- 
self but it might be well to remind 
one another of the passing of a great 
personality. Many Chineese have 
found God because of her. The lives 
of hundreds have been enriched be¬ 
cause they have met her. We are all 
indebted to her for the example she 
set and for the sacrifices she made 
that the name of Jesus might be 
made known in China. We pause in 
silence—we honor her—belessed be 
her memory!
